GET THE RED CROSS HABIT: 


The United States has now been at 
war for more than a year. But up to 
the present time the Ked Cross has 
made but one national appeal-for help 
—its $100,000,000 drive in the summer 
of 1917.

Loan. For, great as are the re 
sponsibilities and the opportunities of 
the institution whose blazing symbol 
is recognized by civilized nations the 
world over as a symbol of peace and 
of comfort, its expenditures are but a 
small fraction of those required for 
our governmental expense for the con- 
duct of the war. 


Organization of Service. 


The Red Cross has never permitted 
itself to encroach upon the functions 
or the necessities of the government, 
although there are many times when 
it might justify itself in so doing.
